Epistle  Committee 

Southern  California  Half-Yearly  Meeting’s 
proposal  regarding  the  Epistle  Committee  was 
approved.  This  involves: 

— Nomination  of  members  of  the  Epistle  Com- 
mittee in  advance,  by  the  PYM  Ministry  and 
Oversight  Committee,  to  be  approved  by  Repre- 
sentative Committee. 

— Making  known  members  of  this  committee  at 
the  opening  of  Yearly  Meeting. 

— Reading  the  first  draft  of  the  Epistle  at  the 
morning  session  prior  to  the  last  day,  followed 
by  an  open  meeting  of  the  committee  in  the  after- 
noon to  hear  suggestions  for  revisions  and 
additions. 

— Holding  a closed  session  of  the  committee  to 
consider  such  suggestions. 

— Reading  the  final  draft  of  the  Epistle  at  the 
concluding  Yearly  Meeting  session,  without 
additional  response. 

Revised  Discipline 

The  text  of  the  revised  PYM  Discipline  will 
be  mimeographed  and  circulated  to  members  of 
the  Executive  Committee  for  final  suggestions, 
following  which  it  will  be  printed  for  use  by  the 
Yearly  Meeting.  Reserve  funds  were  authorized 
to  be  used  to  meet  costs  of  publication,  with 
proceeds  of  sales  to  be  returned  to  the  reserve. 

Friends  World  Committee 

A detailed  report  on  the  relationship  between 
Pacific  Yearly  Meeting  and  the  Friends  World 
Committee  for  Consultation  was  presented  by  the 
special  committee  appointed  at  the  March  Execu- 
tive Committee  session  to  study  this  situation. 
After  outlining  the  purposes  and  programs  of  the 
FWCC,  the  committee  made  detailed  recommenda- 
tions for  selection  of  representatives  from  PYM. 
These  include  selection  of  five  representatives, 
one  each  year,  for  five-year  terms,  taking  into 
consideration  the  nominee’s  knowledge  of  the 
ways  of  Friends,  interest  in  the  FWCC,  ability 
to  spend  the  time  both  to  attend  FWCC  meetings 
and  to  report  on  them  to  Friends  in  his  geograph- 
ical area.  One  of  the  five  representatives  should 
at  all  times  be  a young  Friend  (under  30).  Three 
representatives  will  be  proposed  to  attend  each 
Triennial  Meeting  of  the  FWCC,  and  wherever 
possible  a representative  will  attend  two  of  these 
meetings.  Yearly  Meeting  will  set  aside  $500 
annually  toward  the  expenses  of  attending  the 
FWCC  meetings. 

Race  Relations  Workshop 

The  Social  Order  Committee  reported  that 
Friends,  though  under  the  weight  of  concern  in 
the  field  of  race  relations,  seem  uneasy  over  their 
inability  to  speak  effectively  to  the  tensions 
created  by  the  conflicts  arising  out  of  the  social 
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revolution  in  this  age.  Yearly  Meeting  agreed  to 
the  Committee's  suggestion  that  it  sponsor  one  or 
more  workshops  on  race  relations,  based  on 
Friends’  testimonies  of  equality  and  individual 
dignity,  with  specific  reference  to  methods  of 
implementing  our  concern  in  this  field. 

Education  in  Friends’  Ways 

— For  Meeting  Action 

Young  Friends  presented  a concern  for  more 
education  and  instruction  in  the  discipline,  prac- 
tices and  procedures  of  Friends.  PYM  received 
this  request  with  a warm  sense  of  satisfaction 
and  humility.  It  laid  upon  Monthly  and  regional 
Meetings  the  burden  of  this  concern,  and  asked 
Yearly  Meeting  Committees  on  Education  and  on 
Ministry  and  Oversight  to  explore  ways  of  imple- 
menting a creative  response  to  the  needs  of  young 
Friends. 

Seminars  for  Meeting  Workers 

— For  Meeting  Action 

The  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee  recom- 
mended the  holding  of  regional  seminars,  pat- 
terned after  Pendle  Hill  Institutes,  for  Meeting 
officers  and  committee  members.  The  purposes  of 
such  seminars  would  be  to:  1)  help  prepare 

Friends  for  their  tasks  as  members  of  Ministry 
and  Oversight  committees;  2)  improve  the  ways 
by  which  we  explain  the  usual  procedures  of 
Friends  to  members  and  attenders;  3)  assist  in 
the  understanding  of  the  conduct  of  meetings  for 
business  4)  help  prepare  Friends  to  assist  with 
inter-personal  problems  of  the  disturbed  Friend, 
with  the  normal  growth  of  the  spiritual  life,  and 
with  discovering  the  springs  of  vital  and  mean- 
ingful worship;  and  5)  help  with  the  training  and 
encouragement  of  Young  Friends  advisors. 

PYM  Friends  School  Committee 

— For  Meeting  Action 

Because  of  the  number  of  schools  associated 
with  Friends  in  this  Yearly  Meeting,  Argenta 
Friends  School  Committee  proposed  the  estab- 
lishment of  a Yearly  Meeting  Advisory  Committee 
on  Friends  Schools.  The  purpose  of  such  a com- 
mittee would  be  to  serve  as  a clearing  house  in 
the  area  of  educational  developments  within 
Friends  schools  and  in  education  generally,  to 
offer  counsel  and  aid  to  Friends  school  staffs 
and  committees  as  requested  by  the  schools,  and 
to  encourage  mutual  understanding  between  the 
schools  and  Yearly  Meeting  Friends. 

The  PYM  Education  Committee  recommended 
that  Monthly  and  regional  Meetings  study  this 
proposal,  and  send  any  reactions  or  suggestions 
to  the  Education  Committee,  for  subsequent  action 
by  the  Executive  or  Representative  Committee. 


Friends’  Views  on  Economics 

— ► For  Meeting  Action 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Social  Order  Com- 
mittee, Yearly  Meeting  urges  its  constituent 
Meetings  to  undertake  a serious  study  of  Friends’ 
views  on  economics,  in  order  that  they  may  con- 
tribute more  fruitfully  to  the  achievement  of  a 
more  humane  and  just  social  order.  The  Commit- 
tee will  serve  as  a resource  to  Meetings  by 
collecting  and  disseminating  appropriate  materials 
and  reports. 

Rebuilding  of  Churches 

— - For  Meeting  or  Individual  Action 

Uniting  with  the  concern  of  New  York  Yearly 
Meeting  to  help  rebuild  the  burned  churches  in 
Mississippi,  PYM  authorized  the  Social  Order 
Committee  to  foster  the  cooperation  of  concerned 
Friends  in  this  project,  working  both  with  New 
York  Yearly  Meeting  and  with  the  interracial/ 
interfaith  committee  of  Jackson,  Mississippi. 
The  Treasurer  was  authorized  to  establish  a fund 
to  receive  and  disburse  monies  in  connection  with 
this  project. 

Proposition  14 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Social  Order 
Committee  and  after  consideration  from  the  floor 
by  concerned  Friends,  the  following  minute  was 
adopted  and  authorized  to  be  made  public: 

Pacific  Yearly  Meeting,  cherishing  Friends'  practice 
of  finding  ‘ that  of  God  in  every  man,'  sees  in  Proposition 
14  on  the  California  November  ballot  an  effort  to  legalize 
discrimination  by  denying  the  individual' s God-giv en 
right  to  live  on  equal  terms  with  his  neighbors  and  to 
attain  the  material  comforts  to  which  his  talents  entitle 
him.  It  therefore  supports  its  California  member  Meetings 
and  individual  Friends  in  opposing  this  constitutional 
change  as  un-Christian  and  undemocratic. 

The  Social  Order  Committee  was  asked  to 
communicate  with  Meetings  in  other  PYM  areas 
concerning  the  issues  and  techniques  behind  the 
efforts  in  California  to  legalize  discrimination. 

Civil  Rights  Movement 

— «■  For  Meeting  and  Individual  Action 

Yearly  Meeting  minuted  its  joy  and  gratitude 
that  various  groups,  including  the  Freedom.  Now 
movement,  have  been  working  for  equal  political 
rights  for  all  persons  in  the  American  South. 
Individual  Friends  and  Monthly  Meetings  were 
invited  to  make  known  their  support  to  these 
groups,  and  the  Social  Order  Committee  was 
instructed  to  assist  them  in  this  effort. 

Friend  in  Washington 

Yearly  Meeting  recorded  its  continued  support 
for  the  Friend  in  Washington  program,  and  author- 
ized the  Peace  Committee  to  solicit  pledges  and 
contributions  for  the  coming  year  from  Monthly 
Meetings  and  individual  Friends,  so  that  the 
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FCNL  can  with  confidence  actively  promote  sup- 
port for  the  program  in  other  Yearly  Meetings  and 
seek  the  services  of  a new  Friend  in  Washington 
for  1965. 

Mainland  China 

— »-  For  Meeting  Action 

Stuart  Innerst,  chairman  of  the  Pasadena  office 
AFSC  China  Committee,  reported  on  various 
efforts  being  made  by  Friends  in  Japan,  England, 
Canada  and  the  U.  S.  to  establish  communication 
with  mainland  China.  These  include  observations 
and  reports  by  individual  Friends,  AFSC  priority 
work,  and  attempts  to  achieve  recognition  of 
China  by  the  Quaker  Team  at  the  UN  and  by  the 
FCNL.  Yearly  Meeting  asked  the  Peace  Com- 
mittee to  continue  to  explore  this  concern,  and  to 
facilitate  its  study  in  Monthly  Meetings  by  cor- 
respondence and  the  sharing  of  resource  mate- 
rials. 

Conference  on  Vietnam 

Ben  Norris  (Honolulu  Meeting)  reported  that 
Friends  working  at  the  United  Nations  feel  that 
the  reconvening  of  the  Geneva  Convention  which 
approved  the  1954  treaty  on  Vietnam  is  perhaps 
the  most  efficacious  possibility  for  negotiating 
the  disputes  involved.  Meeting  approved  sending 
the  following  letter  to  President  Johnson: 

It  is  our  conviction  that  military  action  offers  no  final 
solution  for  the  complex  of  economic,  political  and  social 
problems  present  in  Vietnam,  but  can  only  worsen  them. 
Moreover,  since  the  clashing  interests  of  many  nations 
are  involved  in  the  conflict,  only  international  agree- 
ments can  possibly  lead  to  a peaceful  settlement. 

We  therefore  urge  the  United  States  government  to  agree 
to  the  reconvening  of  a conference  of  the  nations  which 
drew  up  the  Geneva  Convention  of  1954,  in  the  hope  that 
the  basis  for  a just  peace  may  be  established  in  South- 
east Asia. 

Friends  Seminar  ©n  the  UN 

On  the  basis  of  a recommendation  from  Col- 
lege Park  Quarterly  Meeting,  Yearly  Meeting 
agreed  to  help  sponsor  a Friends  Seminar  on  the 
United  Nations  in  connection  with  the  twentieth 
anniversary  of  that  body,  which  will  be  a special 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, June  2.4-26,  1965.  The  Friends  World  Com- 
mittee for  Consultation  will  be  asked  to  co- 
sponsor the  seminar,  since  it  has  Non- 
Governmental  Organization  status  with  the  United 
Nations.  The  planning  and  administration  of  the 
seminar  will  be  undertaken  by  the  Peace  Com- 
mittee of  College  Park  Quarterly  Meeting,  in 
cooperation  with  the  AFSC.  Monthly  Meetings 
will  be  urged  to  send  representatives  and  to  pro- 
vide financial  assistance  to  delegates  as  needed. 
There  will  be  no  financial  obligations  on  the 
Yearly  Meeting.  Hope  was  expressed  that  ways 
may  be  found  to  invite  the  cooperation  of  Friends 
from  other  Yearly  Meetings  in  our  region.

FRIENDS’  OUTREACH 

One  evening  session  of  Yearly  Meeting  was 
Yearly  Meeting  was  devoted  to  the  theme  of 
Friends’  Outreach,  with  reports  on  the  following: 

Friend  in  Washington  Richard  Taylor  shared 
his  experiences  as  a witness  before  decision- 
makers in  his  capacity  as  Friend  in  Washington 
this  past  year.  He  emphasized  that  the  Test-Ban 
Treaty  and  the  Civil  Rights  Act  are  not  fulfill- 
ments but  opportunities  for  further  progress 
toward  the  realization  of  human  values.  Stress- 
ing the  continuing  need  for  Friends  to  testify 
before  governmental  bodies  in  their  witness  for 
peace  and  brotherhood,  he  expressed  the  hope 
that  the  Friend  in  Washington  program  would  not 
be  laid  down. 

Seoul  Friends  Group  Speaking  for  the  com- 
mittee established  at  last  Yearly  Meeting  to 
correspond  with  Friends  in  Korea,  Reginald 
Price  (Sacramento  Meeting)  characterized  those 
Friends  as  “earnest  and  zealous,”  eager  for 
fellowship  in  the  wider  family  of  Friends  and 
dedicated  to  service  to  their  fellow  countrymen. 
The  Friends  World  Committee  is  prepared  to 
recognize  the  Seoul  Friends  Group  as  an  inde- 
pendent Monthly  Meeting  when  it  is  united  in 
its  desire  to  accept  such  responsibility.  The 


FWCC  has  also  offered  financial  aid  to  build  a 
Meeting  House  and  Friends  Center  in  Seoul. 

The  Seoul  committee  has  now  been  expanded 
to  include  oversight  of  the  Friend  in  the  Orient 
project.  (See  list  of  Appointments.)  Russell  and 
Ann  McArthur  will  be  in  Singapore  for  another 
year  on  his  assignment  as  a teacher  with  the 
Colombo  Plan,  but  may  be  able  to  visit  mainland 
China  in  the  summer  of  1965.  Meanwhile,  the 
Committee  hopes  that  the  McArthurs  will  be  able 
to  confer  with  Friends  in  Hong  Kong  and  Tokyo 
who  are  interested  in  a mission  to  China. 

Friends  World  Committee  Virginia  Heck 
(Berkeley  Meeting)  reported  on  the  ninth  trien- 
nial meeting  of  the  FWCC,  held  in  Waterford, 
Ireland  in  July.  Some  of  the  problems  with  which 
the  Committee  is  dealing  are:  difficulty  of 

communication  because  of  many  languages; 
isolated  Friends  and  Meetings;  state-church 
relations;  laws  limiting  freedom  of  conscience. 
The  European  Section  has  set  up  a service  com- 
mittee to  undertake  relief  work  in  Algeria.  The 
Australo-Asian-African  Meetings  are  experienc- 
ing pangs  of  growth  as  they  become  independent 
of  London  Yearly  Meeting.  Special  problems  of 
adjustment  are  felt  by  Friends  in  the  newly  inde- 
pendent African  nations. 

The  report  concluded  with  the  reading  of  the 
committee’s  1964  Minute  on  Race  Relations  and 
its  General  Epistle.  Douglas  Steere  has  been 
named  new  chairman  of  the  FWCC. 

UN  Seminar  on  the  Status  of  W omen  in  Family 
Law  Emma  Martinez  de  Moreno  (Mexico  City 
Meeting)  reported  on  this  seminar  held  at  Bogota, 
Columbia,  last  December.  She  served  as  repre- 
sentative of  PYM  and  also  of  the  Friends  World 
Committee;  women  leaders  from  28  countries 
of  the  Americas  attended  the  conference.  Key 
problems  considered  were  the  need  to  raise  the 
legal  age  of  marriage  eligibility  for  women, 
broadening  the  concept  and  practice  of  consent 
for  marriage,  changing  laws  regarding  the  dis- 
solution of  marriage,  eliminating  inequalities 
in  property  and  political  rights  and  in  educa- 
tional and  employment  opportunities. 

Reunion  of  Friends  in  Mexico  Anna  Brinton 
told  about  the  1964  Reunion,  which  was  called 
over  concern  for  Cuba,  and  especially  Cuban 
Friends,  who  unfortunately  were  not  permitted 
to  send  representatives.  The  main  emphasis  was 
on  problems  arising  from  accelerated  urban  con- 
centration. Many  concerned  young  people  are 
impatient  with  the  slow  Quaker  approach  to  such 
problems,  which  presents  an  urgent  challenge  to 
Friends.  Anna  Brinton  spoke  of  the  place  of 
merriment  and  joy  amidst  hardship  and  the 
facing  up  to  hard  problems.  (See  June,  1964 
issue  of  the  Bulletin  for  the  Epistle  from  this 
meeting.)

EPISTLE 

To  Friends  Everywhere: 

We  reach  out  to  you  in  joy  and  in  concern.  As 
we  are  gathered  in  this  beautiful  spot  by  the 
Pacific,  we  sense  this  paradox:  a welling-up  of 
joyful  fellowship  in  the  midst  of  a somber  aware- 
ness of  a world  in  upheaval. 

We  carry  with  us  ceaselessly  the  weight  of 
concern  for  the  human  rights  awakening  which  is 
felt  in  some  form  in  all  parts  of  the  world.  And 
we  are  well  cautioned  to  regard  a degree  of 
recent  progress  in  the  United  States  not  so  much 
as  an  accomplishment  as  an  opportunity  for 
further  work. 

The  graciousness  of  our  gathering,  our  active 
and  beautiful  children,  and  the  beneficence  of 
nature  here  all  bring  forth  our  gratitude  that  we 
are  so  favored.  But  we  bear  also  the  image  of 
the  stilled  child  form  huddled  in  starvation  on 
all  too  many  streets.  We  face  the  bitterness  of 
the  inescapable  fact  that  our  affluent  ease  is 
built  to  some  extent  on  the  exploitation  of  the 
less  favored,  and  that  our  social  and  economic 
pattern,  with  all  its  benefits,  most  consistently 
gives  its  rewards  to  those  needing  them  least. 

We  also  begin  to  glimpse  ahead  some  of  the 
meanings  of  the  profound  technological  revolu- 
tions which  are  beginning  to  engulf  us.  We  exult 
with  our  young  people  over  new  vistas  constantly 
being  opened.  But  we  also  sense  a fearful  por- 
tent: How  can  men  of  all  races  become  equal  in 
dignity  when  great  segments  of  mankind  are 
becoming  less  necessary  than  machines?  And 
what  will  happen  to  our  traditional  view  of  the 
dignity  in  simplicity  and  in  productive  work  if 
the  only  man  useful  in  quantity  to  future  society 
is  an  increasingly  voracious  consumer? 

Faced  with  these  tumultuous  problems,  we 
remember  that  the  Society  of  Friends  was  born 
in  a time  of  upheaval.  Moreover,  Friends  helped 
to  produce  that  upheaval  by  their  unyielding 
refusal  to  accept  laws  and  customs  repressive 
of  the  divine  spark  in  every  man.  But  their  re- 
fusal even  unto  death  was  carried  out  with  an 


abiding  love  that  included  their  oppressors  in 
its  care. 

At  this  Yearly  Meeting  we  have  often  felt 
borne  along  in  blessedness  and  joy,  the  presence 
of  the  Spirit  clear  in  us.  We  hope  that  this  Spirit 
can  quicken  our  Meetings  for  Worship  throughout 
the  year,  and  that  God’s  grace  laid  hold  upon 
there  will  enable  us  to  care  for  each  other  with 
tender  love,  and  to  reach  out  to  the  world  in 
travail.  The  Spirit  calls  us  as  Friends  to  find 
ways  of  living  in  the  present,  not  in  complacent 
ease,  but  in  creative  striving,  with  increasing 
and  sensitive  awareness  of  our  need  for  mean- 
ingful relationships  with  those  who  resist  change 
as  well  as  those  who  demand  it. 

The  only  time  available  to  us  to  come  to 
terms  with  our  paradox  of  joy  and  anguish  is  the 
living  moment  of  the  “now.”  We  shall  fail  again 
and  again:  The  knowledge  of  this  is  the  burden 
we  must  carry.  Yet  we  find  the  purest  joy  in  our 
dependence  on  the  vitality  of  our  worship.  We 
seek  to  learn  God’s  will  for  each  of  us  and  for 
each  Meeting  as  we  work  together  toward  a world 
of  brothers.

CHILDREN’S  PROGRAM 

The  children’s  program,  planned  and  carried 
out  by  Gerri  House  and  her  committee,  revolved 
around  a study  of  the  sea.  It  was  a rewarding 
experience,  living  as  we  did  at  the  edge  of  the 
ocean,  and  having  the  opportunity  to  meet  with 
some  of  the  men  who  have  made  this  study  their 
life  work. 

Floyd  Schmoe  told  the  children  about  his 
observations  of  sea  life  through  the  glass  floor 
of  his  house  boat,  and  he  took  them  on  a nature 
walk  through  the  campus.  Ed  Brinton  and  Chip 
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Cox  made  clear  some  of  the  marvellous  patterns 
of  interdependence  between  the  animals,  the 
plants,  the  sun  and  the  nourishing  waters.  A 
movie  called  “The  Restless  Sea”,  slides  by 
Taylor  Sloan,  and  other  films  gave  a feeling  of 
the  color,  the  beauty  and  amazing  adaptations 
of  sea  life.  Rich  sea  lore  was  learned  through 
songs  and  stories. 

There  were  trips  to  the  Scripps  Institute  of 
Oceanography,  the  Zoo,  and  the  Natural  History 
Museum.  One  afternoon  the  children  made  sand 
castings  and  collections  on  the  beach.  Some  of 
the  shells  and  rocks  they  found  were  used  in 
the  satisfying  and  creative  crafts  program  which 
Betty  Parker  and  Helen  Gutkin  arranged.  The 
pre-school  children  had  their  own  hours  of  sand, 
water  and  crafts. 

One  morning  Anna  Brinton,  sharing  in  the 
time  of  worship,  told  about  Quaker  children  the 
world  over.  Ed  Sanders,  through  the  story  of  God 
calling  to  Samuel,  explained  that  every  child 
has  a name,  his  own,  by  which  God  calls  to  him. 

During  the  days  and  nights  we  learned  the 
long  and  lovely  rhythms  of  the  sea,  and  felt  the 
tremendous  pulling  power  of  all  that  is  still  un- 
known. The  Friends  who  visited  with  the  chil- 
dren each  conveyed  a vivid  sense  that  as  the 
things  which  live  in  the  sea  are  sustained  by 
the  waters  around  them,  so  are  we  born  and  are 
supported  all  our  lives  by  the  upholding  love 
of  God.

STATE  OF  THE  S0C8ETY  DISCUSSION 

The  third  session  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meeting 
opened  with  a consideration  of  the  State  of  the 
Society,  introduced  by  Catherine  Bruner,  chair- 
man of  Ministry  and  Oversight  Committee.  Re- 
curring themes  found  in  the  reports  of  the  various 
Meetings  were:  social  concerns  with  some  sense 
of  being  over-burdened;  gatherings  of  “Marthas;” 
care  and  concern  for  children  and  families;  the 
Meeting  as  a family;  the  lack  of  depth  often 
found  in  our  worship;  the  special  contribution  of 
the  smaller  Meetings  with  their  more  intimate 
and  less  cumbered  programs. 

The  Yearly  Meeting  responded  by  an  exten- 
sive exercise  of  inquiry:  Why  are  we  reluctant 
to  speak  of  our  spiritual  experiences?  Why  is 
our  ministry  not  more  vital:  Why  are  we  not  more 
articulate  about  our  faith  — about  Whom  it  is  we 
worship  and  for  Whom  we  witness?  Why  do  we 
find  it  difficult  to  communicate  to  our  children 
our  faith?  Is  it  because  we  have  not  learned  to 
speak  to  ourselves?  The  answers  were  not  alto- 
gether negative.  We  do  experience  joy,  find  a 
source  of  strength  and  inspiration  in  our  Meet- 
ings. We  do  seem  to  practice  better  than  we 


preach,  and  we  trust  that  though  our  words  may 
at  times  fail,  our  lives  will  speak. 

Following  this  discussion,  Mildred  Binns 
Young  gave  the  Yearly  Meeting  Lecture:  “Quaker 
Witness:  Is  It  Rooted  in  our  Lives?”  Friends 
were  deeply  stirred  by  this  message,  both  his- 
toric and  contemporary,  which  challenged  com- 
mitment in  the  great  prophetic  tradition  of  per- 
sonal testimony  to  Truth.  The  lecture  will  be 
published  (in  abbreviated  form)  in  a later  issue 
of  the  Bulletin. 

EDUCATION  SYMPOSIUM 

V 

At  the  tenth  plenary  session  of  Yearly  Meet- 
ing, Friends  heard  with  lively  interest  a sym- 
posium presentation  on  aspects  of  Friends  edu- 
cation. Howard  Brinton  spoke  of  the  contribution 
of  Friends  in  developing  family-like,  coeduca- 
tional boarding  schools  and  work  camps,  based 
on  the  idea  of  the  co-operative  community  aimed 
at  educating  both  the  mind  and  feelings  — the 
“whole  man.”  Sanno  Keeler  spoke  of  her  experi- 
ence as  a student  at  Argenta  Friends  School, 
which  reflects  a kind  of  atmosphere  that  allows 
for  genuine  communication,  for  openness  and 
honesty  between  students  and  staff  members. 

Liesel  Skorpen  of  Reno  Meeting  related  how 
her  Meeting’s  First  Day  School  program  is  built 
around  playlets  in  which  the  children  act  out 
family  themes,  illustrating  the  sharing  of  joys 
and  sorrows,  of  burdens  and  satisfactions  in 
everyday  family  living.  Mary  Etter  (Eugene  Meet- 
ing) described  the  participation  of  the  whole 
Meeting  in  a world  outreach  project  on  UNICEF, 
cutting  across  age  levels,  which  studied  various 
countries,  drew  posters,  wrote  playlets,  sent 
letters  to  editors,  and  had  a TV  program.  This 
approach  takes  care  of  the  problem  of  fluctuating 
attendance,  and  draws  in  everyone,  including 
the  shy  ones,  so  that  there  is  a great  family 
sense. 

Southern  California  Half-Yearly  Meeting’s 
Education  Retreat  of  last  year  was  reviewed  by 
Phillip  Wells  (Pacific  Ackworth).  Representa- 
tives from  member  Meetings  gathered  for  a week- 
end to  examine  the  core  experiences  which  give 
meaning  to  our  lives.  These  included  the  basic 
sense  of  belonging  and  trust  provided  by  the 
mother  and  family;  the  experience  of  separation, 
awareness  of  the  “I”;  learning  to  relate  and 
respond  to  others  — the  “I-Thou”;  the  sense  of 
guilt  resulting  from  mistakes  and  failures,  and 
the  experience  of  renewal  through  forgiveness; 
finally,  the  experience  of  the  mystery  of  life,  the 
ability  to  face  life  and  death  with  trust  and  con- 
fidence. Not  only  did  the  retreat  help  attenders 
understand  the  child’s  development,  but  it  em- 
phasized the  need  each  of  us  has  for  continual 
renewal  of  those  experiences. 
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ANNUAL  MEETING  ON 
MINISTRY  AND  OVERSIGHT 

The  meeting  opened  with  consideration  of  the 
questions:  How  do  we  prepare  for  worship?  How 
does  the  Committee  of  Ministry  and  Oversight 
help  members  prepare  for  worship?  While  some 
Meetings  find  discussion  before  worship  a poor 
preparation  and  have  an  hour  of  family  sharing, 
others  schedule  study  and  discussion  of  the 
Bible  and  Quaker  and  other  religious  literature. 

A Meeting  which  has  a midweek  meeting  for 
worship,  fellowship  and  study  feels  it  has  con- 
tributed to  the  depth  of  the  Sunday  Meeting  for  , 
Worship  as  well  as  to  the  unity  of  the  Meeting. 

There  was  some  difference  of  opinion  about 
the  desirability  of  reading  as  a preparation  for 
the  Meeting  for  Worship.  Is  there  a danger  of 
stimulating  our  minds  but  leaving  our  hearts 
unmoved?  Many  recommended  the  books  of  Martin 
Buber,  who  speaks  to  both  the  heart  and  the  H 
intellect. 

How  can  committees  of  Ministry  and  Over- 
sight deal  with  messages  in  Meeting  for  Worship 
which  use  quotations  from  news  magazines?  with 
attenders  who  speak  more  than  once  during  the 
same  Meeting?  with  the  debating  and  contentious 
speaker?  with  the  speaker  who  rises  to  speak 
immediately  following  a message  of  weighty 
import? 

It  was  felt  that  study  of  the  Meeting  for 
Worship  and  Quaker  procedures  may  obviate  the 
need  for  individual  eldering.  The  group  was 
asked  whether  the  ministry  and  Oversight  Com- 
mittee interested  itself  in  the  spiritual  welfare 
of  the  members,  or  do  we  assume  that  all  is 
well?  Do  we  try  to  find  out? 

Several  Friends  testified  to  the  aim  of  the 
Meeting  for  Worship:  the  Presence  among  the 
worshippers  who  nourishes  and  renews,  who 
enables  us  sometimes  to  mount  up  with  wings 
as  eagles,  and  sometimes  simply  to  walk.

SECRETARY’S  REPORT 

As  of  June  1,  1964,  the  adult  membership  of 
the  37  Monthly  Meetings  of  Pacific  Yearly  Meet- 
ings totaled  1,486,  77  more  than  last  year.  The 
increases  were  due  to  69  new  members  by  con- 
vincement,  57  by  transfer,  and  eight  through 
change  from  junior  to  adult  membership  status. 
Losses  totaled  58:  32  by  transfer,  11  by  with- 
drawal or  release,  and  15  by  death.  Of  about  750 
attenders,  120  belong  to  meetings  outside  Pacific 
Yearly  Meeting,  and  18  are  sojourning  members. 
There  are  692  junior  members,  with  469  other 
children  attending. 

Twenty-six  Meetings  have  First  Day  Schools, 
and  22  have  adult  programs.  In  addition  to  the 


Bible,  Quaker  worship,  history  and  practice,  and 
the  Queries,  topics  of  study  have  included 
“Where  are  we  going  as  Friends?”;  comparative 
religions;  contemporary  social  problems;  “The 
Changing  and  the  Changeless  among  Quaker 
Testimonies.”  A number  of  Meetings  have  held 
Quaker  dialogues  and  five  have  had  retreats. 

Several  Meetings  studied  John  Robinson’s 
Honest  to  God.  Other  books  and  pamphlets  used 
this  year  were  The  Next  Development  in  Man  by 
Lancelot  Law  White;  Tolerance  and  the  Intoler- 
able by  Richard  Ullman;  Creative  Worship  by 
Howard  Brinton;  The  Meaning  of  Persons  and 
Guilt  and  Grace  by  Paul  Tournier;  and  Jesus: 
the  Man,  the  Mission  and  the  Message  by  Milo 
Connich . 

Meeting  development  has  included: 

—Remodeling  and  building  new  Meeting 
houses. 

—Support  of  Friends  schools. 

—Quaker  Dialogues  and  retreats. 

—Discussion  groups  in  homes. 

—Additional  Meetings  for  Worship  on  Sundays 
or  mid-week. 

— Potluck  supper  meetings  with  speakers  or 
tapes. 

—Intervisitation  with  other  Friends  Meetings. 

—Meeting  sponsorship  of  a Mexican  family, 
children,  and  a refugee  family. 

Community  outreach  involved: 

—Support  of  local  peace  groups,  fair  housing 
programs,  and  race  relations  committees. 

—Public  meetings  on  civil  rights  and  inte- 
gration, foreign  policy,  service  to  the  offender, 
the  population  explosion,  prospects  for  peace, 
open  housing,  Quaker  mysticism,  South  African 
folklore,  and  Latin  America. 

—Making  materials  for  the  education  of  local 
blind  children;  Braille  subscriptions  for  Hiro- 
shima bomb  victims. 

—Projects  for  mental  hospitals. 

—Prison  visitation;  support  of  an  organiza- 
tion assisting  families  of  offenders;  distribution 
of  a statement  on  capital  punishment. 

—A  tutoring  program  for  Negro  elementary 
school  children;  collection  of  books  and  maga- 
zines for  Negro  libraries  in  Mississippi;  of 
school  supplies  for  Algeria;  support  of  a school 
for  the  underprivileged,  and  of  homes  for  foreign 
students  in  local  colleges. 

—Support  of  an  organization  assisting  fami- 
lies without  fathers. 

—Observance  of  Hiroshima  Day,  UN  Day,  a 
memorial  service  for  President  Kennedy. 

—Rural  development  work  in  New  Mexico. 

—A  sacrificial  meal  to  raise  money  for 
Cubans  after  the  hurricane. 

—Maintenance  of  a downtown  literature  box.
